nother began in Norfolk about the buſineſs of Inclo- 
ſures. The Seditious had got one Robert Ket, a Tan; _ 
ner of Mind bam, to be their Leader, and were ens. 
creas d to the number of 20000, encamping themſelves © 
at Mouſbold, near Mount Surrey, where they made a 


pretence of Juſtice an] Religion. They had one Co- 
niers an idle fellow to be their Chaplain; who read 
Solemn Prayers Morning and Evening, and Sermons 
were often preach d among them. For the exerciſe 


of Juſtice, they had a bench under a Tree, where 


Ket uſually ſat, and with him two of every Hun- 


dred, (from whence their Companions came) to hear 
Complaints, and to give judgment; and from this 


Tribunal were Warrants ſent in the King's name, to 


bring in Proviſions for War and the Mouth; which 
Iree has ever ſince been called the Oat of Reformation. 
No being grown formidable, they preſented certain 
Complaints to the King, requiring a Herald to be 


ſent them, to give them ſatisfaction in what they had 
demanded. The King, tho he took it for a great In- 
dignity to capitulate with ſuch inconſiderable 
wretches, yet compoſing bimſelf to the times, he re- 
turned this anſwer , That in October following he 


would call a Parliament, wherein their Complaints ſhould.
